HEROES OF THE RAILWAY. 


Horn the Plucky Son of a Brave Man 
Acted In an Emergency. 


The Century has published several arti¬ 
cles on the ‘‘Heroes of Peace,’’ and one of 
the best of the series appears to the March 
number of the magazine. It is called 
“Heroes of the Bailway Service” and 
consists of notes from the experience of 
Mr. Charles Do Lano Hine. The writer is 
a graduate of West Point, who, after serv¬ 
ing four years as an officer, voluntarily 
resigned his commission to the army to 
become a freight brakeman. He worked 
*ix months as a brakeman and two years 
as a yard master, all of the time to con¬ 
stant contact with the men. Here is one 
of the good stories he tells: 

Hot long ago a freight conductor started 
on a night run after drawing his month’s 
wages from the pay car. He had with him 
his young son, a lad of 12, and when well 
under way they began to cook supper on 
the caboose stove. The rear brakeman, on 
watch to the cupola, observed that the en¬ 
gine seemed to have unusual difficulty to 
pulling the train. He did not connect this 
fact with the presence of several hoboes on 
top of the cars, who, unknown to him, 
were setting brakes and stalling the train. 
The front door of the caboose flew open 


and four masked and armed men ordered 
the occupants to throw up their hands. 
The conductor jumped to shield his child, 
seized a couplingpto and smashed a head, 
but not until four shots had rung out and 
three bullets were to his body. Fighting 
to the last, he fell dead in the doorway. 
[ The brakeman was shot in the arm and 
made his escape from the car to the ground. 
Fearing ho would give the alarm and 
cause their capture, the bandits fled. Then 
the boy showed that the blood of heroes is 
| transmitted to succeeding generations. He 
pulled the body of his father inside and 
coolly secured his money and watch. He 
noticed that the train was barely moving, 
and it occurred to him that there was a 
second section close behind. He knew the 
brakeman had no lantern even if alive. 
The plucky boy took the red light and tor¬ 
pedoes, dropped off, ran back, expecting at 
every step to be shot, and flagged the oth¬ 
er train. Travelers westward over the Big 
Four sometimes wonder why a slender 
volunteer seems so prominent in helping 
the switchmen attach the dining oar at one 
of the terminals. If they happen to in¬ 
quire, the men reply, “Why, that’s John’s 
boy, the conductor those bums ‘put to the 
clear’ that pay day last year.”

A sad accident and death occur¬ 
red at Hartland, Saturday morn¬ 
ing. John Young, an employe in 
the picker house of the Linn wool¬ 
en mill, had the misfortune to 
catch his hand in a machine and 
badly crushed it. It is reported 
that he was taken to the office and 
a physician administered the eth¬ 
er while Lis hand was being dress¬ 
ed. He did not recover from the 
effects of the ether and was pro¬ 
nounced dead in a few minutes. 
His home was in. Ellsworth, and 
he was about 17 years of age. 


Col. D. P. Livermore, the oldest 
telegrapher In the country, died 
Wednesday morning. He was 94 
years of age. He learned telegra¬ 
phy in the forties, and soon after, 
assumed the duties of operator and 
manager of the Hallowell office of 
the Kennebec Telegraph Company. 
This company was later absorbed 
by the Western Union, but Col. 
Livermore retained the manage¬ 
ment continuously until 1891. Dur¬ 
ing the early days of the office 
hardly more than two messages 
were handled each day, which, at 
that time, was considered a good 
day’s business. It is said that a 
daughter of Col. Livermore was 
the first woman to learn to read 
telegraphy by sound. 


Preserving Milk. 

A scientific journal states thatboracic 
acid is an excellent and harmless pre¬ 
servative of milk and that in the quan¬ 
tities necessary to preservation—i. e., 
according to the length of time for 
which it is’ desired to preserve the 
milk—its presence cannot be detected 
either by the sense of taste or smell 
Five grains to the gallon will preserve 
’the milk from one to three days, ac¬ 
cording to the care exercised in the 
cleansing of the containing vessels and 
the temperature. It is somewhat sur¬ 
prising that this innocuous substance 
should have acquired an evil reputation 
in the public mind. It is stated on good 
authority that although vague state¬ 
ments about it of an injurious nature 
have from time to time been spread by 
its opponents not a single instance of 
injury to health by boracic acid has 
been substantiated. Within the last 
three months Dr. C. Liebreich, director 
of the Royal Pharmaceutical institute 
in Berlin, said, at the instigation of 
Professor Virchow, he had carried on a 
long series of experiments with boracic 
acid and had convinced himself that it 
was admirably adapted as a food pre¬ 
servative, and in the quantities neces¬ 
sary for that purpose it was quite 
harmless. He added that neither in 
actual practice nor according to author¬ 
itative literature has a case been known, 
so far as he was aware, in which food 
prepared or preserved with borax or 
boracic acid had exercised a deleterious 
effect on the health of any individual. 
—Baltimore Herald.

Slow Churning. 

One very common cause of slow 
chnrnings is the presence in the herd of 
a number of “strippers”—cows long in 
milk. While 68 degrees is usually high 
enough to bring butter in a reasonable 
time, the temperature should have been 
raised to as high as 74 degrees if neces¬ 
sary, not by adding hot water, hut by 
turning the cream into a pail and sur¬ 
rounding it with hot water. Adding 
water thins the cream, which increases 
the difficulty. It is not considered the 
best plan to keep the cream vessel near 
the stove, especially if it be the one on 
which the cooking is done, for the rea¬ 
son that objectionable odors and flavors 
are sure to become incorporated in the 
cream. Again, cream should not -be 
kept in a warm temperature for several 
days before churningT A better way is 
to keep it cool and stir the cream to 
the bottom each time a fresh supply is 
added. About 36 to 40 hours • before 
churning in the winter season two or 
three quarts of sour, but good flavored, 
buttermilk should be added and the 
temperature raised to 70 degrees by 
setting the cream pail in a hot water 
bath at 100 degrees, keeping the cream 
stirred till 70 degrees is reached. Now 
lift out the cream pail and after stir¬ 
ring well set it where it will remain at 
the same temperature till it is ready to 
churn.—Dairy World.

It is reported that the holders of 
the mortgage on the Bangor Audi¬ 
torium, the building erected by the 
citizens for the Maine Music Fes¬ 
tival, have foreclosed and that the 
building will be sold at auction.

Bean Straw For Feeding Cows. 

While the sheep take naturally to 
bean straw and to the grain itself, there! 
are many who grow beans who do not 
keep sheep. With a little care in giving 
only small amounts at first, and when 
the cow is hungry, she will eat bean 
straw and soon come to like it for • a 
change as well as the hay or corn¬ 
stalks which are her regular diet. Bean 
straw is very nutritious, and as it causes 
wind on the stomach it should he given 
with caution to breeding stock, either 
ewes or cowb, lest it should cause abor¬ 
tion. The refuse beans that are often 
thrown away may properly he ground j 
and mixed with cornmeal as fed for j 
hogs. They are very nutritious, more I 
so than corn.—Boston Cultivator.

The authorities of the city of Bonn, 
Prussia, have recently carried on an in¬ 
vestigation of the alarming prevalence 
of alcoholism among the pupils of the 
primary schools of that city. The re¬ 
sults show that out of every 100 chil¬ 
dren 16 did not drink milk, refusing it 
on the ground that it was “tasteless.” 
Out of 247 of the age of 7 years there 
was not one who had not drunk wine, 
beer or brandy; 25 per cent had never 
tasted brandy; but habitually drank 
beer or wine; 8 per cent of the children 
received a glass of brandy every day 
from their parents “to make them 
strong.” Some were confirmed cognac 
drinkers. 

It appears certain from this inquiry 
at'Bonn that the more children'are ac¬ 
customed to alcohol the more indolent 
are their mental processes. Those who 
took a glass of brandy at breakfast ev¬ 
ery morning and who found milk 
“tasteless” were betrayed by their com¬ 
plete inability to pay attention during 
the first hour of the morning. A sin¬ 
gular fact was brought out that in Bonn 
there were many more girls than boys 
who breakfasted with brandy., 


“In the first months of married lif e 1 
love is so sufficient and loving so simple 
that there seems no other need to life,” 
writes Helen Watterson Moody to the 
March Ladies’ Home Journal. “But by 
and by, when care begin s to shadow them, 
when duties present" ihemgdlvbs, and, 
strangely enough, conflict ^Rh each .other, 
When convictions clash and tastes differ, 
then both husband and wife begin to real¬ 
ize that back of love mnst stand what I 
have called ‘ steady and sturdy moral quali¬ 
ties’—justice, patience, honesty, sincerity 
and magnanimity.

DEWEY’S ACHIEVEMENT. 


The Victory Con Stand "Without Fear 
and Take Its Place In History.

The rapidity, brilliancy and complete¬ 
ness of the American victory at Manila 
riveted the attention of the world. In Eu¬ 
rope, where hostility to the United States 
was everywhere felt and expressed, the 
news was received either to the silence 
which is sometimes the stocerest flattery 
or with surprised expressions of wonder 
and grudging admiration. England, 
which from the beginning manifested a 
genuine and cordial friendship, praised 
Dewey’s work generously and freely. Yet 
both on the continent and to England, 
after the first shock had passed, critics ap¬ 
peared who sneered at the battle, called it 
a butchery, exaggerated the American j 
force and diminished that of Spain. One j 
English critic called it marvelously easy, 
and a well known English journal said 
Dewey had merely destroyed a few old 
wooden ships." The last allegation was, of 
course, merely a willful falsehood, for 
there was only one wooden ship, the Cas¬ 
tilla, in the Spanish fleet, and the fact 
that the others also burned proved noth¬ 
ing, for all Cervera’s ships, the very latest 
productions of European dockyards, took 
Are, just like the older types at Manila. 
As to “its being so easy,” it certainly 
looked easy after it was all done, and so 
did setting an egg on end seem easy after 
Columbus had shown how to do it. Such 
criticisms are really beneath contempt, 
but it is important to bring the facts 
clearly together and examine them, for on 
those facts Dewey’s victory can stand 
Without fear and take its place in history.

The IIIglit Way of Pooling Milk or 
Cream. 


We notice, says Hoard’s Dairyman, 
that the patrons of 'the Amherst (Mass.) 
creamery are seriously discussing the 
propriety of adopting the Babcock test 
in place of the space system, which 
now prevails among them. The report 
■ays that the space system will he con¬ 
tinued with those patrons who prefer it. 
Why they should prefer it is incom¬ 
prehensible to those who have studied 
the better and more truthful way of the 
Babcock method. The Dairyman would 
suggest that the space patrons he kept 
by themselves. In a short time we be¬ 
lieve the distinction which is hound to 
show itself will teach them the unreli¬ 
ability of their present method of pool¬ 
ing results. 

When the Hoard creameries intro¬ 
duced the Babcock system in 1891, the. 
same opposition was shown, bnt it 
came principally from those patrons 
whose cows gave milk of a low per cent 
of fat. 

To accommodate the situation to 
their notions the following compromise 
was made; All those whose milk tested 
above 4 per cent fat would receive by 
the Babcock test. Those whose milk 
tested under that per cent were accord¬ 
ingly allowed to pool their milk in an¬ 
other vat "by weight. 

It was somewhat amusing to note the 
result. The patrons furnishing rich 
milk were well satisfied. The others 
soon tired of each other’s company, for 
there was nothing to he gained to such 
association, and it was not long before 
they were willing to come into the gen¬ 
eral whole on the Babcock plan. In six 
months the average fat content of all 
the milk was raised from 3.97 per cent 
for five years previous to 4.31 per cent. 
Where this extra butter fat came from 
has not yet been clearly explained. 
Some of it no doubt was due to the 
elimination of the “moral hazard,” but 
in the main we believe it was due to j 
the fact that the Babcock placed every 
man on his own responsibility, face to 
face with himself, and gave him full 
credit for all the fat he brought to the 
general pool. That fact caused him to 
dispose of the cows that gave “thin” 
milk, made Mm feed and care for Ms 
cows in a better manner, and put 
creamery and patrons both on an up¬ 
ward grade. 


The Monitor os a Fighter. 

Monitors in a large degree are vessels to 
Which engineers may take special interest, 
and I am a great believer in their efficiency 
when properly used. In the Spanish- 
American war their record is considered 
to have been a poor one, but this, in my 
judgment, was because they were diverted 
to uses for which they were never intend¬ 
ed. They are purposely designed for oper¬ 
ating near the coast and have neither the 
speed nor the coal supply to enable them to 
make long cruises. A gallant captain of 
the United States navy stated that, if 
given the command of the Monterey, he 
would be ready to fight any battleship 
afloat. I certainly do not advocate the 
building of monitors to the exclusion of 
vessels intended for the high seas, but as 
coast defenders I believe they have no su¬ 
periors,—Engineer In Chief G. W. Mel¬ 
ville in Engineering Magazine For March.
